That you be real men, not like 


those who are bent only on en- 
joying and amusing them- 
selves like children, but solidly 
prepared men ready for action, 
to whom it is sacred not to 
neglect anything that might 
help promote progress ‘to per- 
fection. 

We, too, would like to see on 
the faces of the young today a 
little more of the tranquil joy- 
fulness once theirs, but we 
must take the times as they 
are, and ours are grave, sadly, 
bitterly grave. They require 
men unafraid of walking the 
rough paths of the present 
miserable economic situation 
and ready to support also 
those entrusted to their care 
by Providence. 

The woman of today finds 
herself dragged into the 
struggle for life in the profes- 
sions, trades and also in the 
war. In fact she is more af- 
fected by the present upset in 
social conditions than man. 

Present times need Cath- 
olics soundly grounded -from 
early youth in the Faith, so 
that they will not be shaken 

even if they are no longer sus- 
tained by the fervor of those 
surrounding them. Catholics, 
with their eyes set on the 
ideal of Christ, on the virtues 
of purity and sanctity, aware 
of thé sacrifices required.

Russians Finally Permit 
Hungarian Prelate To 
Fly In U. S. Plane 


Vatican City, Feb. 17—As pre- 
parations were completed today 
for the rites at which 32 prelates 
will receive the rank of cardinal 
this week, it was announced that 
the primate of Hungary will be 
flown here at the last minute in an 
American army plane. 


Archbishop Joseph Mindszenty 
has been granted Russian clearance 
from Hungary and is scheduled to 
leave Budapest tomorrow morning 
in an air transport command plane, 
(The Cardinal reached the Vatican 
Tuesday. Ed.) Maj. Gen. William 
S. Key, commander of the Ameri- 
can military mission in Budapest, 
said ther today. Yesterday the Ital- 
ian news agency Ansa reported the 
Russians had denied clearance to 
the prelate. 

[The primate had been denounced 
by Communist Hungarian political 
parties as a “recationary.” Both 
the Social Democrats and the Com- 
munists conducted demonstrations 
against him, charging him with op 
posing land reform. They assert- 
ed that once in his capacity of a 
churchman he addressed some Ger- 
man prisoners as “my sons.” The 
demonstrations reached a _ peak 
Friday when 3,000 persons jammed 
Budapest’s Municipal theater and 
shouts of “Hang Mindszenty—down 
with all priests,” were head.] 

Four Cardinals-designate going

author, editor, lecturer and foreign correspondent, was ra.

received her First Holy Communion at St. Patrick’s Cathe.

Mrs. Luce was baptized at St. 
Patrick’s yesterday by Msgr. Ful- 
ton J. Sheen, of the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, Washington. 
She had been receiving instruc- 
tion in the doctrines of the Catholic 
faith from Monsignor Sheen for five 
months. 


Representative Luce was elected 
to Congress from_the Fourth Dis- 
trict of Connecticut in 1942, and 
has been one of the most active 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives ever since. Reelected 
in 1944, she has taken the lead par- 
ticularly in bringing before the 
Congress the facts of what she 
termed this country’s “leaning over 
backwards” to avoid giving offense 
to Soviet Russia. 

On the floor of the House and 
in the Congressional Record under 
extension of remarks, Mrs. Luce 
has stressed the Soviet influence 
that has been permitted to domi- 
nate particularly the government 
of the countries of central and east- 
ern Europe. 

A member of the House Military 
Affairs Committee, Mrs. Luce with 
several] colleagues visited European 
countries a year ago on a tour of 
American military installations in 
the European Theater of opera- 
tions. On this tour she was re- 
ceived in audience by His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII. 

Last January 30 she announced 
publicly that she will not be a 
candidate: for Congress in the cam- 
paign next fall. 

Born Clare Boothe in New York 
City on April 10, 1903, Mrs. Luce 
attended St. Mary’s. Episcopal 
School, Garden City, N. Y., and 
Miss Mason’s Castle School, Tarry- 
town, N. Y., and holds an honorary 
degree of doctor of laws from Col- 
by College, Waterville, Me. 

She became prominent in the field 
of journalism in 1930 when she was 
made an associate editor of Vogue. 
Later she became associate editor 
and then managing editor of Vanity 
Fair. In 1935 she was married to 
Henry R. Luce, publisher of Time, 
Life and Fortune magazines. Mrs. 
Luce’s only child, a daughter by 
a former marriage, was killed in an 
automobile accident on the West 
Coast. in 1944. 

Up to the time of her election 
to Congress, Mrs. Luce was best 
known as an active and successful 
playwright. She is the author of 
several Broadway hits, and in ad- 
dition to articles and fiction for 
magazines, she has written two 
books.

London Delegates Have 
Only Disturbed Hopes 
For Better Days

Washington, Feb. 18— (NC)— 
It is probably a coincidence that 
the Sacred College of the Church 
convenes at the Vatican just a few 
days after the General Assembly 
of the United Nations completed 
the first part of its first session 
in the British capital. But there 
is ample food for thought in com- 
paring the functions of the two 
bodies and their significance in the 
temporal scheme of things. 

The common basic principle un- 
derlying the deliberations of both 
the statesmen gathered at Lendon 
and the Princes of the Church as- 
sembled at the Vatican is that of 
unity—a unity that goes beyord 
man-made frontiers and embraces 
all peoples, large and small, pow- 
erful and weak, black and white. 

The tremendous difference gris- 
es, however, from the fact that in 
the case of the “United” Nations 
this unity still is no more than a 
vague ideal, something. to be hop- 
ed for, a vision of far-off hills that 
are hidden most of the time by 
clouds of discord, econflictine am- 
bitions and divergent ideologies. 

On the other hand when the 
Cardinals, representing all cen- 
tinents of the earth, meet in the 
splendor of the Sistine Chapel, 
they demonstrate a unity that does 
not have to be created because it 
has existed for many centuries, 
and that is lasting because it 
arises from eternal foundation:. 

The deliberations ef the states- 
men in London were dominated 
by clashes between the _ represen- 
tatives of powers who used all 
their diplomatic skill to obtain ad- 
vantageous positions. Though pay- 
ing lip service to the principle of 
unity, they reinforced their argu- 
ments with open or hidden threats. 

The agents of the “big” powers 
claimed and obtained special rights 
and privileges, not because they 
are morally entitled to them but 
because they still consider material 
might the source of moral right. 

The unity as conceived by the 
leaders of the “United” Nations 
as basis of a world organization 
is not all-inclusive. Not only are 
the defeated countries kept rigid- 
ly excluded, but even old honored 
nations, like Ireland and Sweden, 
are not yet deemed fit to cooperate 
in realizing the ideal of a united 
world. 

Even if fullest credit is given 
to the honest and decent intentions 
of the statesmen that gathered at 
London, even if it is admitted 
that they are only at the begin- 
ning of their task. even if we -re- 
member the need of great patience 
in waiting for concrete results: 
the sorry fact remains that—so 
far at least—the achievements of 
the United Nations fall far short 
of giving the peoples of the world 
that spiritual uplift which is 
probably their greatest need in 
these days of confusion, hunger 
and despair. 


Many secular newswriters are 
speculating on the “political” cig- 
nificance of the historic events 
taking place this week in the Uni- 
versal City. The communist rews- 
paper “Izvestia” in Moscow is not 
alone in making the mistake, ex- 
posed by Osservatere Romano, of 
confusing religious and political 
motives. 

It certainly should .be clear be- 
yond doubt that the Holy Father 
is naming $82 new Cardinals who 
this week officially become mem- 
bers of the “Senate of the Church” 
was above considerations of a 
“nolitical” nature—taking the term 
“polities” in the sense in which it 
is commonly used. | 

The composition of the College 
of Cardinals is not meant to re- 
flect the numerical strength of 
the Church in the various nations 
to which the members belong, but, 
in the words of the Holy Father 
in his 1945 Christmas allocution, 
“the universality of the Church,” 
which “is supra-national by its 
very nature.” 

The Church, the Pontiff remind- 
ed, is a mother and “she cannot 

a stranger anywhere; she 
dwells, or at least should, because 
of her nature, dwell among all! peo- 
ples.” “She lives and grows in 
all countries of the world, and 
they all contribute to her life and 
growth!”

Vatican City, Feb. 18.—(NC)—Osservatore Romano 
has emphatically denied communist charges that Pope Piys 
XII early in the last war was “at the center of a peace plan,” 
formulated by influential German and British circles, which 
would have favored Germany at the expense of the Soviet 


Union. 


The charges were made by the? 


communist party newspaper in 
Prague,» Czechoslovakia, which 
quotes as its authority certain 
documents now being studied in 
connection with the war crimes 
trial. at Nuremberg. The. peace 
plan, according to the Prague 
newspaper, would have brought 
about a solution of eastern Euro- 
pean problems in favor of Ger- 
many to the detriment of Russia. 
Moreover, it is said to have aimed 
at replacing Adolf Hitler with 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels. 


“We are in a position to declare,” 
Osservatore writes, “that, faithful 
to the principle of not letting any- 
thing untried that might, in some 
way, have saved the eause of peace 
and spared the world the disastrous 
effects of horrible war, His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII at the time and 
at the request of important mili- 
tary and political circles of Ger- 
many agreed to transmit questions, 
proposed by these latter persons, 
on the scope of the war and 
possible peace conditions to the 
other belligerents. He also agreed 
eventually to transmit any reply 
which might be given to these 
overtures. 


“In effecting this transmission,” 
Osservatore continues, “the Holy 
Father used exclusively the ordi- 
nary diplomatic channels. It is, 
therefore, inconceivable, how these 
documents could in any way, 
constitute a ‘surprising discovery’ 
for the Allies, as the Prague news- 
paper contends. His Holiness 
merely acted as a means of trans- 
mitting offers. He, himself, did not 
present any peace project of his 
own. 

“Moreover, there was never any 
question of solving the problems of 
eastern Europe unilaterally in 
favor of Germany, nor of making 
Joseph Goebbels the ‘Fuehrer’ of 
the Reich after the fall of Hitler 
and Foreign Minister von Ribben- 
trop. The purpose of the interested 
German circles was to establish a 
Germany liberated from National 
Socialism. The Soviet Union was 
never mentioned in any way or at 
any time. 

“Finally,” Osservatore concluded, 
“this negotiation took place at the 
end of 1939 and during the first 
few months of 1940; in other 
words, at a time when the Soviet 
Union maintained close relations 
with National-Socialist Germany.”

Behind In Army 
Chaplain Corps 


Need Cannot Be Filled 
At Present Rate Of 
Enlistments, Says Officer 


Washington, Feb. 18.—(NC)— 
The War Department disclosed yes- 
terday that although a large num- 
ber of vacancies exists for Cath- 
olic chaplains in the regular army, 
the need cannot be filled at the 
present rate that applications are 
being received. 

“At the present time,” Msgr. Wil- 
ham D. Gleary, deputy chief of 
Chaplains, stated, “we have one- 
tenth of the applications for Cath- 
olic chaplains in the regula. army 
that we need to fill existing vacan- 
cies. Catholics are far behind 
other denominational groups in ap- 
plications.” 

If sufficient applications from 
Catholic chaplains are not received, 
Monsignor Cleary said, the vacan- 
cies will have to be supplied “by 
other denomin~’* ons whose appll- 
cants are in cxcess of their allotted 
quotas.” 

He explained that the army }s 
considering applications from chap- 
lains now in service, and also from 
those who have been discharged. 
Deadline for applications is March 
1; those in service may proceed 
through “channels,” while dis- 
charged chaplains are advised to 
write directly to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral. 

Mser. Cleary, who holds the rank 
of brigadier general, pointed out 
that for those chaplains who have 
been discharged, the time between 
their separation from service and 
their induction into the regular 
army will count as time toward pro- 
motion and retirement. Modified 
regulations permit a~plicants under 
the age of 31 to be commissioned 
as first lieutenants, under 40, as 
captains, and under 45, as m4)Oors. 
Previously age limits were 28, 37 
and 45. 

In the present chaplain procure- 
ment program, the biggest deficit 
is in applications from Catholi¢ 
chaplains, it was stated. Unless 
many more are received, Monsignor 
Cleary said, the number of Catholie 
chaplains in the regular army wil 
be well below other denominations 
in - gti to the number author- 
ized.

that last a short time will not last 
a jong time. I should imagine that 
to any thinking person, any sociolo- 
gist, that would seem ta, be the 
most serious danger that we shal! 
face in the near future, more ser- 
fous in fact than another world 
war. 

I see by the papers that in 1945 
more than 250,000 people were kill- 
ed in accidents in the United States. 
It’s like losing a big battle, or even 
a war. But if we were to estimate 
how many human beings might be 


born and are not born either be- 
eause they are given no chance to 
begin to be, or because their life 
is snuffed out artificially before 
they can be born, I think we should 
find that we lose for those reasons 
four or five times as many lives 
in one year as we lost in four 
years of war, and that perhaps five 
or six times as many lives are 
taken purposely as are lost acci- 
dentally. 


The Reasons Given 
For War Divorces 


But let’s get back to the G.I. 
brides and the G.J. divorces. The 


article upon which I am comment- 
ing says there are six basic rea- 
sons for these divorces. On the first 
reason the writer quotes the late 
Willard Waller, sociologist at Co- 
‘umbia University, New York, who 
says: | F 

“Many of these marriages were 
utterly preposterous, contracted by 
young people because death was 
whispering in their ears. Cele- 
brated on a moment’s notice by per- 
sons who hardly knew each other 


and had no conception of the mean-. 


ing of their vows, they were highly 
immoral in nature; more immoral, 
in the view of many church author- 
ities than the cohabitation they 
were supposed to legitimize.’ The 
-old adage, ‘Marry in haste, repent 
at leisure,” was ignored.” 


Immoral? Well—immoral if the 
young people married without in- 
tending that their marriage should 
last. In this land and in these days 
of short lived marriages who can 
say what those young people had 
in mind? If they hurried into a 
marriage thinking and intending 
to make it last, when they had had 
an utterly inadequate acquaintance 
with each other’s character, let us 
grant that their action was not im- 
moral but unwise.

He is no longer a hero march- 
ing home, but a returned ci- 
vilian. 


*‘Naked As A Duck’’ 


One day at sea, after a par- 
ticularly hazardous time in 
which he had lost a large num- 
ber of key personnel, we were 
reassigning stations to the 
men who had to wait topside 
for the casualties which might 
occur, and for damage that 
might need immediate repair 
and control. Most of the hos- 
pital corpsmen had been dis- 
persed, some behind armor; 
the doctors too, and key repair 
men had been separated so 
that a direct hit would not 
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get allof them. The only ones 
left in the open were several 
colored stretcher bearers, a 
doctor and corpsman, and the 
chaplain. “Well, let’s relax,” 
said the chaplain, “this is our 
station.” One of the boys 
looked around and said “don’t 
we go behind armor some- 
place?” The reply was “No, 
you remain here with us so 
that in case of a hit we can 
reach the casualties immedi- 
ately.” There was a_ short 
pause as the boy turned to 
one of his friends to say 
“Jeepers, I feel as naked as a 
duck, sitting here in the 
open.” 


That is the first reaction of 
the returning serviceman. He 
is very apt to feel, “naked as 
a duck” without his uniform. 
The first step in readjust- 
ment is mental reorganization. 
No matter who the man was, 
he gained importance, at least 
in his own mind, when he 
wore a uniform. The uniform 
mentality could be likened to 
the “big-shot philosophy and 
the boys who a little while 
ago stood on a street corner 
to thumb a ride successfully 
from any passing car now find 
that the armed forces “‘honey- 
moon” is over and that they 
receive no further considera- 
tion because of their war rec- 
ords from people who have 
no way of recognizing, and in-

A MORE comprehensive word for 


honesty is “trustworthiness,” 
which implies absolute. reliability 
not only in connection with the 
handling of money, or with the 
acknowledgment of a debt justly 
contracted, or with the giving of 
full quantity and quality in articles 
purchased, but it implies that one 
will not deceive in word nor fail in 
the confidence which others repose 
in him. 

We say of the trustworthy per- 
son “his word is as good as his 
bond”; “he can be depended on 
absolutely to fulfill his promises”; 
“he will give a full day’s work for 
a full day’s pay”; “he will never 
disappoint one who trusts him with 
a task to perform”: “he needs not 
be watched because fidelity is his 
watchword.” 

“Distrust” is the opposite of 
trustworthiness, and the world is 
in such a bad way because of the 
“distrust” of one nation of an- 


‘other, of civil rulers of their own 


citizenry. In Nazi Germany there 
were hundreds of thousands of 
spies known as the Gestapo: in 
Russia there were three millions of 
the OGPU, or secret police, watch- 
ing the movements, and listening to 
the conversations of the people be- 
cause the local civil rulers felt that 
they could not trust them. 

The building of huge armaments, 
the creation of large armies, the 
fear of the use of atomic bombs, are 
explainable only on the theory that 
one nation cannot trust another. 
The industrialist does not trust 
labor, and the laboring man does 
not trust his employer. Each be- 
lieves that the other is inclined 
to be dishonest, unfair. It is a 
situation which should not exist, 
and would not exist if every per- 
son sought to be trustworthy.

In the September 2 number of your paper, in answer to 
a question, you stated, “No Papal Encyclical condemned the 
American system of separation of Church and State.” How 
about Leo XIII’s Encyclical “Libertas Humana’? 


Leo XIII defends the union of 
idea against 
those who claim that “the Church 


Church and State 


and State must be separate.” His 


Encyclical was not directed to the 


people of the United States, where 
there has never been any open hos- 
tility between the State and the 
Church. 


The late Cardinal Gibbons de-. 


fended the American policy of 
separation in a public address in 
the very city of Rome during the 
time Pope Leo XIII reigned. 

Our questioner holds that in this 
same Encyclical Pope Leo actually 
reprimanded the American people 
“for daring to hint that they con- 


sidered the separation of Church 


and State a desirable condition.” 
It was farthest from the Pope’s 
mind to denounce the American 
State policy as a factual thing. The 
Pope was defending the theory 
that separation of. Church and 
State, when it means interference 
with the liberty of the Church by 
the State; when it means, as it has 
always meant in Latin countries, 
the absolute control of the Church 
bv the State, can certainly not be 
desirable. 


The same Pope Leo taught that 
the State and the Church were each 


perfect societies, each in its own 
sphere. The purpose of the State is 
to look after the temporal well- 
being of. its citizenry, and the 
Church to look after the eternal 
well-being of the same. citizenry. 
‘Since both deal with the same 
group, there naturally should be 
‘cooperation, and not antagonism. 
‘Just as man is not all body and 
not all soul, but a composite of 
‘body and soul, so the interests of 
'man in this world are not all State 
‘interests, and not all Church inter- 
ests. He has interests in both fields 
in keeping with the pronouncement 
of Christ: “Give unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s and to God 
the things that are God’s” (Matt. 
XXII, 21). God recognizes the au- 
thority of the State, even though 
that authority emanates from Him- 
self. He is the direct Author of the 
Church, and cannot permit its ac- 
tivities to be prohibited by the

Mistreat Germans 


Editor: 

My attention has been called to 
the letter of Rev. E. J. Reichen- 
berger, published in your columns 
of Our Sunday Visitor of Jan. 6, 
1946. In all charity, let me say 
that the letter is extremely biased, 
and lacks complete details. 

1) History shows that the “Su- 
detenland” word was invented by 
the Nazis. This borderland of Bo- 
hemia was ruled by the Czechs 
since the middle of the Vth cen- 
tury. Although repeatedly invaded 
by the predecessors of the Nazis, 
the local inhabitants valiantly de- 
fended their homeland, loyal to the 
Czech government up to the time 
of the traitor Henlein. 

2) History shows that the Ger- 
man population of the so-called 
“Sudetenland” had been treated 
with the same justice accorded to 
the Czech population. The Czech 
government had gone so far in its 
courtesy to the German speaking 
population as to accord the Ger- 
man language a co-official status 
in all official and court proceedings. 

3) It was the basest treachery 
for Henlein and his Nazi cohorts, 
to open the gates of Czechoslo- 
vakia, and consequently of Europe 
to the invading ruthless Nazis. 

4) Sound reason demands that 
the repetition of this treachery 
with its consequent catastrophe, 
shall be prevented for all future 
time. 

5) The Germans. who proved 
their fidelity to rightful Czech gov- 
‘ernment, are not disturbed. But 
the German language will lose its 
officia] status, and the Czech lan- 
guage will remain the sole official 
language in the Czech-land, and 
“ate language in the Slovak- 

nd. 

6) The traitors who have shown 
their predilection to the Nazis, are 
invited to follow voluntarily the 
leanings of their heart. Their ex- 
patriation is immeasurably more 
humane than the expatriation of 
the Czechs as slave labor or prison- 
ers to the inhuman German con- 
centration camps.

So they 
brought him up to Sendai with 
them and took care of him. They 
had some of their clothes made 
over to make a little suit for 
him and had him pretty well 
equipped so that he looked like a 
miniature G. I. He lived here 
in the barracks with them and 
shared their life. Naturally he 
was more than happy. But the 
blow came when the boys re- 
ceived orders to go home and | 
couldn’t take him with them. So 
they brought him to me and as 
usual the chaplain gets the dirty 
work. I took him out to the or- 
phanage and they went too. That 
was a mistake. When they start- 
ed away he clung to them so 
tightly and cried so hard that it 
was almost impossible to get 
away. The boys felt terrible but 
not half so badly as did Jo Wan- 
da, which was’as close as they 
could come to his name. I’m 
afraid he will run away from the 
orphanage and then will be really 
badly off. It was a sad thing 
to hear him ‘cry so pitifully. I 
would have kept him with me but 
couldn’t accept the responsibility 
and besides he will be much bet- 
ter off if he stays at the convent.

principal “gas housers.” He was? 


voted the National league’s most 
valuable player in 1937, when he 
won the league batting champion- 
ship, and for years he was one of 
the game’s hardest and most effec- 
tive hitters. 


In his earlier days, Medwick was 
a young fellow of irascible temper- 
ament, hard to get along with, and 
one given to taking a swing at any- 
one, teammate or not, whenever 
sufficiently aroused. Powerfully 
built—he held the nickname of 
“Muscles” as well as “Ducky”—he 
was a hard loser. But, of course, 
he mellowed with the years and 
now, at 34, has been waived out 
of the major leagues. 


Medwick might have been a star 
college football player had he not 
developed so rapidly as a baseball 
player. When he finished high 
schoo] in his home town of Car- 
teret, N. J., he was much better 
known as a football plaver than 
as a baseball man, although he was 
known to possess considerable dia- 
mond skill, too. Graduated in 1930 
at the age of 18, he had his cap 
set on a football career at Notre 
Dame or Fordham, among others, 
but decided he needed some money 
before enrolling in a college course. 


So Joe signed with the Scottdale 
team of the Middle Atlantic league. 
He explained, to the baseball men 
that he wanted the money to go to 
col‘eve and play football, so thev 
had him plaving under the nam- of 
“King,” rather than tell him that 
to accept money for playing base- 
ball would make him a professional 
in all sports and automatically har 
him from playing college ball. With 
Scottdale in 1930, Joe hit a tre- 


Good| mendous .419, batting in 100 runs 


in 75 games. 


The 1930 season hadn’t pro- 
gressed very far before we began 
to hear reports in Pittsburgh about 
the phenomenal young hitter play- 
ing on the Scottdale team. Some 
of us told the late Barney Dreyfus, 
owner of the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
about Joe, but Barney already knew 
all about him. He told us that 
King’s name was really Medwick, 
and that he belonged to the St. 
Louis Cardinals. All of this proved 
to be true, and at the end of the 
1930 season, the Cardinals trans- 
ferred Joe to their Houston club 
farm in the Texas league. He con- 
tinued to hit hard in 1931 and 
1932, reaching an average of .354 
in the latter season, and then they 
moved him up to the Cardinals. 
Joe. was with them for the next 
eight and a half years, being sold 
to Brooklyn during the 1940 sea- 
son. He never hit under .300 for 
the Cardinals, and in 19387, when 
he was the league’s leading hitter 
with a mark of .374, he led the 
league in number of hits, runs, 
total bases, runs batted in (154), 
most two base hits, and tied for 
home runs with 31. 

He holds the league record for 
two base hits with 64, established 
in 1936, and equalled the learue 
record for most consecutive hits 
when he made ten in a row in a 
deuble header on July 19, 1936, and 
the game of the following day, and 
made four two base hits on Aug- 
ust 4, 1937, to tie another National 
league mark. 

Joe is best known to fans as the 
central figure in the final game of 
the 1934 world’s series between the 
Cardinals and Detroit Tigers. In 
that game Joe slid into chird base 
and the Tigers charged he “de- 
liberately” tried to spike Marv 
Owen, Tiger third baseman. Well, 
when the row had subsided and the 
inning ended, Medwick walked out 
to take his place in left field only to 
be met by a barrage of fruit, pop 
bottles, and anything else that 
could be thrown by the irate De- 
troit fans. The game had to be 
stopped while the field was cleared 
of debris, but when Medwick tried 
to go back to his position, the to- 
matoes, oranges, apples, bananas, 
bottles, etc., showered down on the 
field again, and again play had 
“ = halted while oes cleared the 

eld. 

When it was apparent that the 
fans were in no mood to let up on 
Medwick, Mickey Cochrane, then 
manager of the Tigers, got on the 
public address system and pleaded 
with’ the spectators to allow the 


ll 


game to continue. Mickey never 
managed to finish his remarks, be- 
cause his voice was drowned in a 
tremendous chorus of boo’s that 
equalled the raspberries given Med- 
wick. Then the late Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, commissioner of 
baseball and the man directly in 
charge of the world series, took a 
hand. 

He called the rival managers, 
Cochrane and Frankie Frisch, to his 
box, together with the umpires and, 
at the commissioner’s suggestion, 
Medwick was removed from the 
game. All agreed that if the Car- 
dinals persisted in playing Medwick

Church Losses Terrific In Japan, 


Apostolic Delegate Notes, But 
Outlook Now Brighter Than Ever 


Official Figures Show Steady Growth 
Of Faith Before War — New Soul Harvest 
Seen In Present Real Religious Freedom

Tokyo, Feb. 18.—(Radio)—“The most grievous wartime 
loss to the Church in Japan was not the material destruction, 
great though this was, but the loss of 10,000 Catholics in one 
day,” Archbishop Paulo Marella, Apostolic Delegate to Japan, 
stated here in commenting on reports of war’s devastation 


received from mission heads throughout the country. 
mates of damage and destruction to? 


church property in Japan run be- 


tween $5,000,000 and $10,000,000. 


Representing the oldest Christian 
stock in Japan, the 10,000 were 
killed on August 9, 1945, in the 
atomic bombing of Nagasaki, where 
the Faith was kept alive at heroic 
cost for centuries. The decimina- 
tion of that city’s population is “a 
terrible blow in a mission country,” 
said Archbishop Marella. 


The latest official statistics on the 
Catholic population in Japan, prop- 
er, were gathered in June 1944— 
before the devastating atomic 
bombing and as the heavy raids on 
Japanese cities were building up 
to their climax—-and totaled 118,- 
249.. Previous tabulations showed 
a steady increase in the ranks of 
the Church, from 103,271 in 1948 to 
121,123 in June, 1941, just five 
months before Pearl Harbor. In 
addition to the Japan, proper, pop- 


‘ulation figures for 1944, statistics 


showed 9,958 Catholics in Formosa. 
The diminution between the 1941 


'and the 1944 pepulation figures was 
‘brought about by government spon- 


| sored 
transfers to occupied China, war 


migration to Manchuria, 
mobilization and war deaths. Ac- 
tually, while thousands of Catholics 
thus were sent out of Japan or 
met death, the Catholie body in the 
country steadily was acquiring new 
members through conversions. 

Adult conversions numbered 1,713 
in 1941, and through the war years 
new converts were entering the 
Church. 

The following extracts from doc- 
uments in the Apostolic Delega- 
tion files illustrate the circum- 
stances of the Catholic mission in 
Japan during the last five years. 
In an official report to the Holy 
See, Archbishop Marella wrote in 
September 1940: 

“The last six months especially 
have been lamentable for the spread 
of the Faith in Japan because of 
the tense political situation to 
which must be added the continual 
cmigration to China and Manchuria. 
This will explain the inevitable 
diminution.” 

Writing last year, near the end 
of the war, Archbishop Marella said 
‘not even the extreme lack of ec- 
clesiastical personnel nor the dis- 
persion of the faithful into factories 
and the armed forces” nor other 
difficulties of the times, had halted 
the priestly ministrations to the 
faithful or had stopped conversions. 

Constant militaristic pressure 
erampedl the work of missionaries. 
It frightened the relatives of pros- 
pective converts and made the un- 
instructed suspicious of the Church. 
Thus the full fruits of the labors 
of the priests, Brothers and Sisters 
were not realized. 

While the end of war has brought 
complete religious freedom and an 
unprecedented mission opportunity, 
it ‘also finds a blackened ruins and 
weakened personnel of the Church 
in Japan. About 15 per cent of the 
priests in Japan were taken from 
their duties into internment or were 
repatriated. During the war, one 
priest died in prison, while four 
priests, 60 Sisters and ten sem- 
inarians, were killed in air raids. 

The priests, Sisters and Brothers 
who have come through the war 
nearly al) show signs of strain and 
malnutrition. Even now, while 
none are in extreme need, most of 
them are poorly fed and badly 
housed, and thus are unable physi- 
eally to cope with all the urgent 
work that they are attempting to 
do. 

No new missionaries entered Ja- 
pan after the war began, and none 
of the repatriated missioners as 
yet has succeeded in returning to 
the country. 

The Church’s material losses in 
Japan are gigantic. Anyone less 
optimistie than the missionaries 
would be discouraged by the losses. 
50 churches, most of them in the 


|important centers, have been de- 


Ksti- 
stroyed totally in air raids. In 
Tokyo, eleven out of 18 parishes 
are in ruins, among them the Ca- 
thedral parish. 

Studying the reports of losses, 
the Rev. Joseph Roggendorer, S.J., 
of the Catholic University f Tokyo 
faculty, notes that the Church has 
suffered most heavily where she 
was eStablished the most firmly— 
in the large cities. 

Out of 54 churches in the prin- 
cipal cities, 30 have been destroyed 
and ten damaged badly. In the 
same cities more than half of the 
Catholic school buildings have been 
destroyed. Thirty dispensaries and 
other welfare institutions have lost 
all their buildings and between 25 
and 30 convents and monasteries 
have been reduced to ruin and 
rubble. 

The central office of the Catholic 
Press in Japan has been razed by 
fire bombs, which also left the 
neighboring school of the St. Maur 
nung in complete ruin. The school 
had been well equipped and had 
been attended by some 1,200 girls. 

The total material loss suffered 
by the Church in Japan has been 
estimated at 25,000,000,000 yen, 
though the present inflation makes 
it impossible to state the loss ac- 
eurately in any evaluation of the 
yen. In American money, the de- 
struction to Catholic property 
throughout Japan, it has been esti- 
mated, would run somewhere be- 
tween $5,000,000 and $10,000,000. 

Every diocese in the nation, ex- 
cept the Vicariate of Sapporo, was 
hit. One of the few cities that es- 
caped was Kyoto, the center of 
Maryknoll Mission activities. 

But despite the losses and the 
present shortages, a _ perceptible 
wave of hope and enthusiasm is 
sweeping the ranks of the poorly 
fed, shabbily clad missionaries and 
laity of the Church, They see the 
Japanese people, seeking as never 
before in modern times, spiritual 
certainty and they see the Church 
free as never before to offer that 
certainty. 

The sufferings of the past reach- 
ed a climax in the war years. Amid 
the havoc which has been wrought, 
the Church in Japan now sees 
promise of an abundant, long- 
awaited harvest.

Must Be Rewritten

the History of the Popes during the last four centuries would have 
to be re-written. Ranke, Buckhardt, Voigt, Gregorovius, and 
Creighton, all wrote on the Renaissance Age before these Archives 
were accessible, and even Reumont, whose trustworthy and ®x- 
haustive ‘History of the City of Rome’ has been of the greatest 
use to me, gives but a few specimens of the rich treasures they 
contain. Accordingly .my first task, during a somewhat pro- 
longed residence on two occasions in the Eternal City, was to 
make myself thoroughly acquainted with them. My studies were 
greatly facilitated by the kind assistance afforded me by their 
custodians, and I soon became convinced that Pertz’ observations, 
‘the keys of St. Peter are still the keys of the Middle Ages’ is also 
applicable to our own times. 

“In addition to the secret Archives of the Vatican, I found, 
while in Rome, partly by my own exertions, and partly by the aid 
of friends, historical materials of great value in a number of other 
Archives, which had hitherto been almost inaccessible. Among 
these are the Consistorial Archives, the Archives of the Lateran 
(which unfortunately have not been classified) of the Inquisition, 
of Propaganda, of the Sistine Chapel, of the Secretaryship of 
Briefs, and of the Library of St. Peter’s. Nor must the treasures 
of the Vatican Library be passed over, especially as Ranke and 
Gregorovius were only able to inspect a small number of these 
manuscripts.

*“‘My researches in the inexhaustible mine of the Papal col- 
lections were supplemented by those which I made in the Libraries 
and Private Archives of Rome. I visited the public or semi-public 
Libraries, which are celebrated throughout the literary world, as 
the Angelica, the Barberina, the Casanatense, the Chigi, the 
Corsini, and the Vallicellana Libraries, and also the less known 
Altieri, Borghese and Boncompagni Libraries, the Archives of 
the Anima, of the Campo Santo al Vaticano, and of the Santo 
Spirito, as well as those of the Roman Princes, which, in many 
cases, are not easy of access. Among these the Archives of the 
Colona, Gaetani, and Ricci families yielded an unexpected amount 
of treasure, while others, as, for example, those of the Odescalchi 
and Orsini, were comparatively barren.

Certainly the Popes of the twen- 
tieth century have been making 
much of the Bible. “Indeed, there 
is nothing we desire more,” wrote 
‘Pius X in 1907, “than that our 
children make a practice of master- 
‘Ing the lessons of the Gospels 
through frequent — yes, everyday 

reading.” “Our one desire for all 
yi the children of the Church,” de- 
clared Benedict XV in 1920, “is that 
being saturated with the Bible, they 
— — —|may arrive at the all-surpassing 
knowledge of Jesus Christ.” And is 
late as 1948 our Holy Father Pius 
XII appealed to Catholic families 
the world over “to conceive in 
their hearts the greatest veneration 
for the Sacred Scriptures.” In this 
latest Encyclical on Sacred Scrip- 
ture, the Pope speaks not only to 
Patriarchs, Primates, Archbishops, 
Bishops and clergy, but, significant- 
ly, to all “the faithful of the Cath- 
olic world.” “Every day in Chris- 
tian families,” he urges, “the 
Sacred Letters, especially the Gos- 
pels, should be read with piety and 
devotion. 


In 1907 Pope Pius X wrote: 


“Since we desire to renew all 
things in Christ, nothing would 
please us more than to see Our 
beloved children form the habit 
of reading the Gospels not 
merely from time to time, but 
every day, for in them above all 
we learn how all things can and 
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the period closing the Middle Ages, and forming the transition;

I also investigated 
the collections of manuscripts in France and Germany, and at sev- 
eral places, as, for example, at Aix in Provence and at Treves, I 
made interesting and valuable discoveries ... 

“T owe a debt of gratitude, in the first place, to His Holiness: 
Pope Leo XIII, who has most graciously been pleased to take 
an interest in my work, and to encourage me in its prosecution; 
then to their Eminences Cardinals Jacobini, Hergenrother, and 
Mertel, His Excellency Count Paar, Austrian Ambassador to the 
Holy See, Monsignori de Montel and Meszczynski and Herr Wilhelm 
Huffer in Rome; also to Fr. Ehrle, S.J., and Dr. Gottlob, the latter 
of whom placed at my disposal a number of documents relating to 
the war against the Turks. 

“T am also greatly indebted_to the Minister of Public Wor- 
ship and Education in Vienna for his kindness in regard to the 
transmission of manuscripts, and to the custodians and officials 
of the Archives and Libraries I have visited, for the assistance 
they have so obligingly afforded me in my investigations. I beg 
them all to accept my sincere thanks.”

Behind In Army 
Chaplain Corps 
Need Cannot Be Filled 


At Present Rate Of 
Enlistments, Says Officer 


Washington, Feb. 18.—(NC)— 
The War Department disclosed yes- 
terday that although a large num- 
ber of vacancies exists for Cath- 
olic chaplains in the regular army, 
the need cannot be filled at the 
present -rate that applications are 
being received. 

“At the present time,” Msgr. Wil- 
liam D. Cleary, deputy chief of 
Chaplains, stated, “we have one- 
tenth of the applications for Cath- 
olic chaplains in the regula. army 
that we need to fill existing vacan- 
cies. Catholics are far behind 
other denominational groups in ap- 
plications.” 


If sufficient applications from, 


Catholic chaplains are not received, 
Monsignor Cléary said, the .vacan- 
cies will haveto be supplied “by 
other denominations whose appli- 
eants are in cxcess of their allotted 
quotas.” 


He explained that the army is 
considering applications from chap- 
lains now in service, and also from 
those who have been discharged. 
Deadline for applications is March 
1: those in service may proceed 
through “channels,” while. dis- 
charged chaplains are advised to 
write directly to the Adjutant Gen- 
erel. 

Msgr. Cleary, who holds the rank 
of brigadier general, pointed out 
that for those chaplains who have 
been discharged, the time between 
their separation from service and 
their induction into the regular 
army will count as time toward pro- 
motion and retirement. Modified 
regulations permit applicants under 
the age of 31 to be commissioned 
as first lieutenants, under 40, as 
captains, and under 45, as majors. 
hey age limits were 28, 37 
ard 45.

New York, Feb. 17.—(NC)—Divorce was defined as “a 
vain attempt to give respectability to dishonor by invoking 
a human law to overthrow God’s law,” by Msgr. Fulton J, 
Sheen, of the Catholic University of America, this evening 
in an address on the Catholic Hour radio program, which

ing Company network. 

Monsignor Sheen’s address was 
entitled “Exhortation to a Bride 
and Groom.” He explained: “When 
I marry young couples at the altar 
of God at a Nuptial Mass, | give 
them an exhortation.” To the 
couples he said, he emphasizes that 
“the Sacrament you are about to re- 
ceive is unbreakable except by 
death: (1) because of the nature 
of love; (2) because of the nature 
of the marriage act; (3) because 
of the spiritual reality it symbol- 
izes.” 

The moral] reasons for the break- 
down of the sanctity of. the mar- 
riage tie, Monsignor Sheen said, 


are the assumption that marriage 


is founded on a “unity of bodies— 
rather than of bodies, minds and a 
single purpose, namely the founda- 
tion of the home under God,” and, 
secondly, an “identification of mar- 
riage with the pleasure which mar- 
riage brings.” 

Monsignor Sheen pointed out that 
there is a tradition of the sea 
which calls for the captain to go 
down with his ship. He remarked 
that until a generation ago every- 
one recognized there was one ship 
a person ought not to leave even 
when he thought it was sinking, 
the home. 

“But in 20 of the large cities 
of the U. 8S. during the first part 
of 1945,” Monsignor Sheen detailed, 
“there was one divorce for every 
two marriages, which means rough- 
ly that 50 per cent deserted their 
ships despite the orders of the 
Great Captain who forbade deser- 
tion: ‘What therefore God hath 
joined together, let no man put 
asunder.’ ” 

While emphasizing the unbreak- 
ableness of the Sacrament, Mon- 
signor Sheen expressed concérn 
over the easy manner with which 
the world accepts divorce and its 
evils. He asserted: 

“Why should divorcee which start- 
ed out to be a disease suddenly be- 
come an epidemic? A man who is 
unfaithful in one job, for ex- 
ample, a bank teller, is not per- 
mitted to work im another bank, 
but a man who is unfaithful in 
marriage is permitted to take an- 
other wife. A man who is a traitor 
in one country can hardly be ex- 
pected to be a patriot in another,”
